Mike Ouellet made a motion to amend the amount to be raised and 
appropriated for General Government from $1,671.469.00 stated 
in the warrant to the amount of $1,670,669. Frank Dumaine 
seconded the motion. Mr. Ouellet then reviewed the line items 
encompassing the following totals proposed for each department: 


1) Executive and Elections $ 78,108.00 
2) Voter Registration and Town Clerk $ 49,634.00 
3) Financial/Assessing/Tax Collection /Treasurer 

Trustee of Trust Funds/Data Processing $152,453.00

7) Advertising & Regional Association $ 2,191.00

Most variances from 2009 were based on health insurance and NH 
retirement increases, along with an increase in the bond 
insurance. Mr. Ouellet explained the $800 difference in the total 
to be raised was a reduction in the line item for Training & 
Seminars in Parks & Recreation. Moderator Patterson called for a 
vote on the amendment. The amendment passed with a voice vote. 
The article as amended to raise and appropriate $1,670,669.00 for 
General Government passed with a voice vote. 


Roland Cotnoir made a motion, seconded by Frank Dumaine, to 
raise and appropriate up to $7,000.00 for the purpose of Building 
Maintenance and Security and authorize the use of the 
December 31, 2009 fund balance in that amount for this purpose. 
Roland Cotnoir explained that this was to implement changes 
required by the State of New Hampshire to allow the Colebrook

District Court to remain in the Town Hall. The motion passed with 
a voice vote. 


Mike Ouellet made a motion, seconded by Roland Cotnoir, to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $170,000.00 for the Purchase of a 
New Plow Truck. The amount of $155,000.00 is to come from the 
Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, and $15,000.00 is to 
come from the trade in value of the International. It was explained 
that the International is ten years old and badly rusted even 
though the mileage is only 62,000. The motion passed with a voice 
vote. 


Roland Cotnoir made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$50,000.00 for engineering of the Hazen Road Bridge and to 
authorize the withdrawal of this amount from the Capital Reserve 
Bridge Fund. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 
32:7, VI and will not lapse until the engineering is completed or by 
December 31, 2015, whichever is sooner. Frank Dumaine 
seconded the motion. Mr. Cotnoir explained this bridge serves 
several residents and is not safe for fire trucks. The amount being 
raised will be used for engineering costs. The motion passed with 
a voice vote. 


Mike Ouellet made a motion, seconded by Frank Dumaine, to pass 
over this article to raise and appropriate the sum of $221,417.00 
for the purpose of implementing the Pay As You Throw Program. 
The motion to pass over this article carried with a voice vote. 


Bud Hulse made a motion to restrict reconsideration of this article. 
Rossiter Holt seconded and the motion passed with a voice vote. 


Article 11 Mike Ouellet made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of

$184,152.00 for the purpose of running the Colebrook Transfer 
Station. Frank Dumaine seconded and the motion passed with a 
voice vote. 


Frank Dumaine made a motion, seconded by Mike Ouellet, to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for the purpose of an 
Energy Expo. Tax dollars will not be used for this appropriation. 
Sponsors will offset this cost. The motion passed with a voice vote. 


Article 13 Mike Ouellet made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of 


$60,600.00 for the following Capital Reserve Funds:

$30,000.00 for the purchase of a new Water and Sewer truck. 
$15,000.00 will come from the Water NHPDIP Funds and the 
remaining $15,000.00 will come from the Sewer NHPDIP Funds. 
This article will not affect the tax rate; user fees offset it. Roland 
Cotnoir seconded the motion and it passed with a voice vote. 


Article 17 Frank Dumaine made a motion, seconded by Roland Cotnoir, to

raise and appropriate the sum of $155,252.00 for the support of 
the Colebrook Public Library. $109,777.00 is to be raised through

direction of the Board of Library Trustees. The motion passed with 
a voice vote.

Buildings Roof Repair/Replacement and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be placed in this fund and to 
designate the Library Trustees as agents to expend. Mike Ouellet 
seconded the motion and it passed with a voice vote. 


Article 19 Frank Dumaine made a motion, seconded by Mike Ouellet, to

amend the amount to be raised and appropriated for the operation 
and maintenance of the Colebrook Cemeteries, from $76,890.00 
to $75,390.00; the sum of $63,390.00 to be raised through 
taxation and $12,000.00 to be raised from burials, cemetery trust 
funds and other Colebrook Cemetery revenues. The moderator 
called for a vote on the amendment which passed with a voice vote. 
The article as amended to raise and appropriate $75,390.00 for the 
operation and maintenance of the Colebrook Cemeteries passed 
with a voice vote. 


Frank Dumaine made a motion to raise and appropriate the 
$5,000.00 to be added to the Colebrook Cemetery Grounds 
Maintenance and Reclamation Fund Expendable Trust (2005). 
Roland Cotnoir seconded and the motion passed with a voice vote. 


Article 21 Frank Dumaine made a motion, seconded by Roland Cotnoir, to 


raise and appropriate the sum of $222,122.00 for the Colebrook 
Dispatch Center, with $5,000.00 to come from the Radio Dispatch 
Center Special Revenue Fund, $73,450.00 to come from 
participating towns and $143,672.00 to come from taxation. The 
motion passed with a voice vote. 


Article 22 Mike Ouellet made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of 


One Thousand dollars (1,000.00) for the purpose of supporting a 
share of the services provided to residents by Child and Family 
Services of New Hampshire which provides home-based family 
support services and other family preservation services for low- 
income, at risk families in our community. (By Petition) Frank 
Dumaine seconded and the motion passed with a voice vote. 


Article 23 Frank Dumaine made a motion, seconded by Roland Cotnoir, to 


raise and appropriate $3,000.00 to approve the Town to maintain 
for winter travel the section of Reed Road from the intersection of 
Ippolito Drive to the intersection of Shallow Road to include snow 
plowing, sanding, and other such maintenance as may be 
necessary, until rescinded. This section of Reed Road is a Class V 
road and is a designated “Emergency Lane,” and is approximately 
2/10ths of a mile in length. (By Petition) (By Ballot Vote) 


Discussion ensued with Roland Cotnoir stating the Selectmen felt 
it would take close to $60,000 to upgrade this road so that the ten- 
wheel plow truck could maintain it for winter travel. Even though 
this is a Class V town road, it was deemed a seasonal road for

summer use many years ago. Two years ago, it was among the 
roads designated as an Emergency Lane. A call for the ballot vote 
ensued with the following result: The motion failed. 


Roland Cotnoir made a motion to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1- 
c, which authorizes any town or city to elect not to assess, levy 
and collect a Resident Tax. Mike Ouellet seconded the motion 
and it passed with a voice vote. 


Mike Ouellet made a motion for the Town to accept the provision of 
RSA 31:95-b providing that any Town at an annual meeting may 
adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of 
such authority, the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, 
without further action by the town meeting, unanticipated money 
from a state, federal, or other governmental unit or private source 
which becomes available during the fiscal year. This authorization 
will remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of the municipal 
meeting. (Majority vote required). 


Frank Dumaine seconded the motion and it passed with a voice 
vote. 


Roland Cotnoir made a motion, seconded by Frank Dumaine, to 
see if the Town will vote to approve the following resolution to be 
forwarded to our State Representative(s), our State Senator, the 
Speaker of the House, and the Senate President. 


Resolved: The citizens of New Hampshire should be allowed to 
vote on an amendment to the New Hampshire Constitution that 
defines “marriage”. (By Petition) 


Moderator Patterson noted that he had been presented with a 
request to conduct a secret ballot vote signed by five registered 
voters. The results of the secret ballot were as follows: The motion

He also 
extended a thank you was to Frank Dumaine for his six years of 
service on the Board of Selectmen. 


Karen Harrigan Ladd was given a standing ovation on receiving the 
2010 Citizen of the Year Award for her volunteerism and service to 
the Town of Colebrook.

Accountants’ Compilation Report 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Colebrook, New Hampshire: 


We have compiled the accompanying financial statements of the governmental 
activities, the business type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of Town of Colebrook as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 2009, which collectively compose the Town’s basic financial 
statements as listed in the table of contents. We have also compiled the 
accompanying supplementary information contained in Schedules 1 through 4, 
which are presented only for supplementary analysis purposes and are not a 
part of the Town’s basic financial statements. Our compilation was conducted 
in accordance with Statements on Standards for Accounting and Review Services 
issued by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. 


A compilation is limited to presenting in the form of financial statements 
information that is the representation of management. We have not audited or 
reviewed the accompanying financial statements and, accordingly, do not 
express an opinion or any other form of assurance on them. However, we did 
become aware of a departure from generally accepted accounting principles that 
is described in the following paragraph. 


As explained in Note IV.J. in the notes to financial statements, the Town is a 
party to agreements that include elements of barter in connection with the 
closure of its landfill and certain other activities. Accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States require that the economic effect of 
barter arrangements be accounted for at the fair value of consideration given or 
received, whichever is more measurable. Because the Town is unable to obtain 
certain information from the other parties to the barter arrangement, the 
Landfill Closure Fund reflected in the governmental funds balance sheet and 
statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in fund balance does not 
include all balances and activities that would have been included had such 
information been known. 


Management’s discussion and analysis on pages 2 through 7 is not a required 
part of the basic financial statements but is supplementary information 
required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board. We have compiled 
the supplementary information from information that is the representation of 
management, without audit or review. Accordingly, we do not express an 
opinion or any other form of assurance on the supplementary information. 


We are not independent with respect to Town of Colebrook.

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Town Manager’s Letter 


Once again, it is town meeting time for Colebrook Citizens. Everyone is anxious 
to receive the town report and see which 2010 items are over or under the 
approved budget and the proposed budget total for 2011. 


The town office staff has been working diligently since December to close out 
the 2010 books, finalize the balancing, create the new 2011 budgets and 
prepare the town report. The town office has been fortunate to have a part-time 
volunteer this winter. She assisted with several time consuming projects, 
which allowed the regular staff to concentrate on the vital work. 


The town contracted with their auditing firm to have one staff person work with 
the town’s bookkeeper one day a month to bring the town’s financials into a full 
accrual system. They have also concentrated on preparing all the grant paper 
work for a single audit. Any town receiving or expending over $500,000.00 in 
Federal grant funds in one calendar year is required to have a single audit of all 
accounts. The town’s regular audit company cannot conduct this audit as they 
have worked with the town staff during the year and cannot audit their own 
work. Hence, the extra $20,000.00 in the audit line item. 


The ARRA Project (pump house and water lines from the new wells to the 
existing water line, plus Edwards Street Loop to Route 145) has been a very 
successful project to this point. Unfortunately, this grant was a 50/50 match 
and the water users’ rates were increased substantially to meet the payment. 
This increase is indicated on the October, November and December Quarterly 
billing. 


Colebrook’s water rates have been some of the lowest in the state for years but 
that has to change. The lines and shut offs under Main Street are over 100 
years old. They usually break more during cold weather. If the shut offs do not 
work, the entire street needs to be shut down during a repair. Due to these 
issues, the town has been looking for grants to replace water and sewer lines 
along with the sidewalks, as part of a Main Street Project. State of NH DES and 
USDA will not give grants unless the rates increase to what their departments 
consider normal usage cost. 


The CCDA applied for and was awarded a Plan NH Grant that brings architects, 
engineers, designers and historical associates to look at a town and then make 
recommendations for how the town can alter their appearance to promote 
growth in an esthetically pleasing manner. Rick Tillotson supplied the 
matching grant funds for this project. I hope the end project report will assist 
Colebrook in their long awaited Main Street Project from the basic utility lines 
to the face-lift of Main Street. 


Several funds and grants funded the Mohawk River Bank Retaining Walls, 
Pleasant Street Water Line and Connecticut River Bank Restoration Projects, 
some of which were the Economic Development Administration, Economic 
Development Initiative, Tillotson Grant, Moose Plates, NH Fisheries, and NH

DES. Everyone in town watched Academy Street get dug up and the wall torn 
down. Then we waited. We are all watching and praying that the sheet piling 
is installed before the high water arrives. Everyone has been very patient with 
everything associated with this aspect of the Mohawk Wall Project. My thanks 
go out to Colebrook Academy’s staff, students, and Howards’s Restaurant 
owner, Crystal Ball, for their patience and accommodation in waiting for 
Academy Street’s wall. Thank you also to First Colebrook Bank for your 
patience during the inconveniences while your side of the wall was constructed. 
Parking in the town parking lot has been restricted and the Monadnock and 
Methodist Churches, along with Gail Nugent and the News & Sentinel, have 
provided alternate parking spaces. 


The explosion was another tragedy that plagued Colebrook in 2010. The North 
Country is blessed with a regional dispatch center and emergency responders 
from New Hampshire, Vermont and Federal Agencies that immediately move 
into action and work together during a tragedy. The first responders certainly 
risked their lives that day. 


Roaring Brook Road washed out again this year. Once again, I thank everyone 
who was affected by the washout for their patience and understanding. I also 
would like to extend a thank you to the Smith Family who assisted the town in 
placing the roadbed back together again. 


There are so many people in Colebrook that I could easily be saying thank you 
to for all your good deeds, patience, thoughtfulness, volunteerism and 
generosity but there is not enough room in my letter to thank all of you. 


I want to thank each employee and each elected official for the Town of 
Colebrook for your Dedication and Pride in your work to serve the Citizens of 
Colebrook. You all donate your time, your own personal money in one way or 
another to benefit your town. Some purchase their own uniforms and supplies, 
use their own vehicles, do not charge mileage, attend classes on their own, do 
mechanic work on town vehicles, work extra hours, take their insurance from 
another source and the list goes on. 


One final item - There is a suggestion box in the hallway at the side entrance of 
the building. We welcome any suggestions for any town department. You do 
not need to sign your name. Money is tight for everyone, and if there is a way 
you think the town or employees can save tax dollars, please place your 
comments in the box.

Anyone paying close attention to my report will find it different from past 
years. Revenue from motor vehicle registrations appears to be up from 
last year; however, this is misleading. For the last fifteen or so years, the 
municipal agent fee, equaling $2.00 per registration per RSA 261:74.d 
has been reported separately from the motor vehicle registration total. 
With the advent of the new style registration, this fee is included in the 
town permit fee amount; therefore, beginning in January, we are 
reporting it in the motor vehicle registration amount. If the municipal 
agent fee, based on the number of registrations (3,170) completed this 
year, is subtracted from the motor vehicle registration total, revenue from 
registrations is actually down approximately $5,000 from last year. This 
is not unexpected due to the economy. 


Revenue from dog licenses and boat registrations increased somewhat, 
with an overall decrease in revenue from this office of approximately 
$3,200.00, the following is a breakdown of the revenues turned over to 
the Treasurer during 2010:

Colebrook Planning Board Report 
December 31, 2010 


As indicated by the statistics below, fewer applications than usual came 
before the Board. This allowed time to complete and approve the Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP). As explained last year, the CIP allocates a stated 
amount for major infrastructure replacement yearly in the hopes there 
will be enough funding available when needed to cover the costs of 
replacement. In November, the Colebrook Planning Board presented a 
Department Project Request listing to the Selectboard, along with 
recommended priorities, in the hope of facilitating decision making. It is 
understood by the Colebrook Planning Board the Capital Improvement 
Program is purely advisory in nature. Ultimate funding decisions are 
subject to the budgeting process and Annual Town Meeting. 


Once again, the Planning Board budget is down for the coming year, due 
to a belief there will be only a small number of subdivision applications 
and building applications in 2011. 


The Planning Board will focus its attention this coming year on the 
much-needed Master Plan update. Our meeting date remains the first 
Tuesday of the month, beginning at 7 pm, in the Colebrook District 
Courtroom. Everyone is invited and encouraged to attend.

Colebrook Police Department 
December 31, 2010 


2010 has come and gone. Now we are forging ahead into 2011. The police 
department has been working hard to do its part in this tough economy. We 
have tried to make things last longer. We have reduced mileage on the 
cruiser again. Day and night foot patrols have increased. 


2010 was a tough year for camp burglaries and copper thefts. Both crimes 
were throughout the North Country this year. The area law enforcement 
officers need the assistance of their local communities. People are asked to 
take notice of strange vehicles in their area. Noting the license plate is the 
greatest help. All too often, someone has information on a vehicle but there 
is not a plate number. 


The Colebrook Police Department worked its fitst drug case from beginning 
to end in 2010. It was a department wide effort that was very successful. It 
was made possible by a donation from a private citizen. 


Incidents and arrests were up from 2009 with 333 incidents and 89 arrests 
compared to 352 incidents and 105 arrests in 2010. 


The police department would like to remind residents that they should 
continue to be wary of frauds whether by E-mail or phone. A number of 
new frauds started hitting E-mail accounts in 2010. We have worked with 
the U.S. Postal Inspector about any new frauds. The U.S. Government has 
worked in conjunction with several foreign governments to bring some of 
these people to justice. A good rule of thumb is if it involves Western Union, 
it is probably a fraud. 


There have been some creative phone calls involving people soliciting money 
for family members that are in jail or in the hospital. These people are able 
to search names and find relatives that live in a general vicinity. The 
Internet is a dangerous tool. It is important you limit the amount of 
personal information you put out over the net. This includes things such as 
Facebook and MySpace. 


The police department is looking for your assistance in combating any 
criminal activity. There is an 800 number that you can call and give 
information on drug activity. The number is 1-800-NAB-DOPE (800-622- 
3673). You can give any drug information at that number and your 
information will remain anonymous. You can also call and leave 
information regarding any crime at 237-9912 Ext 19. Be sure to ask for 
voice-mail. 
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Public Works Departments 
December 31, 2010 


We accomplished a lot this year. There is a new water pump station north of 
town opposite the Kheop's building. All the main lines are installed and 
connected to the existing water system. We have also added a new water main 
from the end of Edwards Street to the main on NH Rte. 145 creating a "loop" in 
the system that will provide a larger volume of water to that end of town. We 
will complete the new pump installation in 2011. 


We hired Dan Frechette to work in the Water and Sewer Departments. Dan has 
passed his exams for licensing from the Department of Environmental Services. 
Big congratulations to him! 


The landfill methane gas to energy generator is running fine with an income of 
$30,805.59. 


The wind study is ongoing with results in the summer of 2011. 


The Highway Department has done a great job of maintaining our roads and 
streets through the year. The crew graded 70.33 miles of road through the good 
weather. Most roads were graded twice, and some three and four times 
dependent on traffic load. 


Titus Hill Road was reclaimed for the first 1000 feet. Culverts were replaced 
ahead of time and the old pavement was ground up and regraded in to the road. 
New pavement was then applied over this bedding material. 


Plowing entails 118 lane miles to be plowed and sanded during each storm. 
This is done with four trucks. We also plow the town parking lot, Library, and 
Town Hall. We sand all the school parking lots also. Snow clean up in the 
downtown area is done the following night after a storm as long as it is not still 
snowing. 


These men are out at all hours of the day and night to make our traveling as 
safe as they can. They deserve a huge thank you for their dedication to the 
town. 


We have also been looking at streamlining our recycling program. We have 
baled and shipped out a full load of newspaper this year. We purchased a glass 
pulverizer and will have a stockpile of fine glass by spring. This is a product 
usable on road or street projects here in town. 


I thank our Town Manager and Board of Selectmen for their continued support 
and guidance and especially every one in my crew.

The recreation department has also continued to have membership in 
the following organizations New Hampshire Recreation and Park 
Association (NHRPA), New Hampshire Association of Physical Education 
Recreation and Dance (NHAPERD), and United States Tennis Association 
(USTA). Continued membership in these organizations has opened 
opportunities to grant funding and recreation networking. 


During the month of March 2010 Stewartstown resident and Colebrook 
Recreation League basketball participant Michaella Biron, traveled to 
Texas to compete at the NBA All-Star Weekend in the NBA Fit Challenge. 
Michaella represented the Colebrook Recreation Department and placed 
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second in the challenge. Michaella is also a member of the Colebrook 
School Elementary Basketball Team. 


As in 2009, the 2010 summer saw more record-breaking numbers in the 
summer day camps with 105 different children signing up to attend 
Camp Monadnock, 61% residents of Colebrook. Over the course of the 6 
week camp there were 436 daily participants (an increase of 115 from 
2009), an average of 73 kids a week. Highlights of this summer’s camps 
were the 100-degree temperatures, hiking Mt. Monadnock, a visit by 
former camp counselor Travis Hebert, some of the best shake, rattle & 
roll performances, and enjoying six different field trips in three different 
states. It was a successful summer and we cannot wait for the 2011 
season! 


The summer camp season closed with the Drama Camp putting on a 
musical production of Grease Jr. Forty-five participants were directed 
by Tracey Sullivan and the summer camp staff over the course of nine 
days to put on a full musical production. As in the past years, the talent 
of the children is always amazing and they put on a great show. 


Due to the construction on the soccer field, the Recreation Department 
was unable to host a Soccer Tournament once again. If all works out the 
department would like to host a tournament in the fall of 2011. During 
the month of March, the Colebrook Recreation Advisory Board once again 
assisted with the Grade 3 & 4 Basketball Tournament. Members 
donated baked goods to be sold and gave some time to work in the snack 
room. The advisory board was able to use funds from the tournaments 
and other fundraisers to provide financial assistance to ten Colebrook 
children to attend summer day camps. 


The Healthy Older Adult Program (HOAP) has some changes starting with 
the 2010-2011 season. The HOAP program and the North Country 
Community Recreation Center’s Seniors for Life program have blended 
together. These two great programs have combined to provide a 
comprehensive and coordinated approach to improving the quality of life 
for older adults within this region, making better use of local financial 
and expert resources, as well as providing a broader, coordinated context 
for funding from grants and donations. The program is now a 
collaboration of the Colebrook Recreation Department, the Indian Stream 
Health Center, Upper Connecticut Hospital, and the North Country 
Community Recreation Center. Programs offered are open to any adult 
over the age of 55 from Colebrook and the surrounding communities. 
Currently the program has 118 members with 50% of the members’ 
residents of the Town of Colebrook.

The maintenance of a Cemetery is extremely important and sexton Arthur 
Truesdale and his crew Glenn Raymond Jr., Marianne Rossitto and Larry 
Shawney perform above expectation. 


We received a $14,800.00 grant from Tillotson North Country Foundation, Inc. 
for restoration at the Titus Hill Cemetery. Stones were repaired, washed and 
several new ground markers placed where old stones wee missing. Several trees 
were removed that could cause damage and grounds work will be done by the 
Cemetery crew in the spring. Jon Steward owns the property around the 
Cemetery and, without his cooperation, we would not have been able to make 
such a success of the project. It was a long overdue project. We are extremely 
grateful we received these funds and were able to allow this Cemetery to 
continue as an important familial and historical link. 


There were six entombments from other Towns, with reimbursement, fourteen 
full burials and nineteen cremations. Lots were sold in the Main Cemetery to 
Roland and Louisette Jeffers and Ronald and Linda Kelley. A plot was 
purchased by Bertha D’Anjou in the Abner and Laura Bean Memorial Park and 
in the Tibbetts Memorial Park by Ernest Stover and Clayton Webster. 


When a problem arose with the fence at the Colebrook Village Cemetery, we 
contacted Sylvain Lemieux, whose company furnished us with the fence. He has 
been very cooperative and it appears that a solution has been reached. 


Several projects were performed by the Cemetery crew, David Hicks Sr., 
Sheldon Gray, Arthur Beauchemin and Christian Mailloux. The projects 
included storage racks in the tomb, raising sunken graves, sod removal around 
stones, cleaning and repairing stones, new roads, haying areas around the 
Cemetery and replacing the roofs on both the tomb and tool shed. 


The Trustees feel we had a very productive year and look forward to next year.

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Colebrook Dispatch Center 
2010 Annual Report 


The year 2010 ended with the Colebrook Dispatch Center (CDC) handling 17,000 calls 
within its service area. These calls range from merely routine to extreme emergencies 
and require precise judgment on the part of the dispatcher. Each dispatcher 
undergoes an extensive training process by which they develop a complete 
understanding of dispatch protocol and our service area. Properly trained these 
dispatchers greatly enhance each calls successful resolution. Emergency calls place 
the greatest stress on dispatchers and very often demands the full use of all tools 
available such as maps to scene location, appropriate responder notification, 
equipment requirements and support services to include support from outside our 
service area such as: air rescue, State of NH officials, Fire Marshall, State Police, etc. 


During mid May of this year the CDC , in cooperation with the NH Dept. of Homeland 
Security, conducted a Communication Specific Tabletop Exercise at the Colebrook 
Fire Station. Funding for the exercise was provided by a Homeland Security Grant. 
Participants included NH & VT State Police, Colebrook, Canaan and Pittsburg Police, 
the 45th EMS, Colebrook, Beecher Falls and Pittsburg Fire and First Responders, US 
Customs & Border Patrol, Coos County Sheriffs Dept., Town of Colebrook Office & 
Public Works, NH Fish & Game and several invited guests. The exercise was designed 
to enhance inter-agency communications and was the culmination of several weeks of 
planning. Deemed a success by participants, the exercise was both educational and 


unifying. 


Throughout 2010 the CDC has experienced a significant increase in medical calls 
originating from third party Alarm Monitoring Services(AMS). These are calls from 
portable personal devices that can be activated in a medical emergency when the 
patient is alone and can't get to the phone. Once the alarm is activated the AMS 
attempts to reach the subscriber via phone. Should the subscriber still be unable to 
reach the phone AMS places the call to the CDC for a response. The CDC responds 
directing EMS to the scene. However, in too many instances subscribers are using this 
system as a substitute for calling 911. This system is effective when used as 
intended, ie " I need assistance and can't get to my phone." However, too often, 
subscribers are activating these devices when they have access to their phone or have 
a second party with them who could access the phone for them. In these instances the 
CDC encourages subscribers to use the 911 system. Not only does the 911 system 
put the caller on the line with the CDC but it offers advanced medical assistance from 
911 for the caller while awaiting the rescue service. Further, the CDC is equipped 
with a mapping system that is automatically tied into all NH 911 residential calls 
providing the CDC with a computer displayed address map direction to the caller 
residence. 


In closing, all of us at the CDC would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone 
in our service area and especially Area Police, NH State Police, NH Fish and Game, 
Area Fire Departments, Rescue Units, 45th EMS and Area First Responders. Their 
professionalism and dedication is very much appreciated.

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45" Parallel EMS Annual Report 


During 2010, the 45 Parallel Emergency Medical Services (45) had a busy 
and productive year, responding to emergency calls and requests for 
interfacility transfer, providing EMS coverage for community events, and 
offering educational opportunities for EMS professionals and the community. 
The 45% provided an ambulance to standby at the Governor’s appearance at 
Pittsburg High School graduation and the Law Enforcement Torch Run. A fast 
responder was engaged to stand by at the Vintage Snowmobile races, the Mud 
Run, Lumberjack Competition, and the Dixville Races. 45tt EMT-Intermediates 
participated in N1H1 flu clinics held throughout the area administering flu 
vaccinations as part of the efforts of the state of NH to prevent a flu pandemic. 


The service area of the 45 includes the towns of Pittsburg, Clarksville, 
Stewartstown, Colebrook, Columbia, and Dixville NH, and Norton, Canaan, and 
Lemington VT. The agency employs a staff of 29, which includes an Acting 
Chief, 5 full time EMT-Intermediates, along with 22 per diem employees with 4 
First Responders, 12 EMT-Basics and 6 EMT-Intermediates, and a part time 
bookkeeper. During 2010, the 45 responded to five hundred and seventy-one 
911 emergency calls and two hundred and forty-eight Interfacility transfers. 


The 45 is overseen by a Board of Directors made up of representatives of the 
towns in our services area, the Colebrook, Beecher Falls, and Pittsburg fire 
departments, UCVH representation and two at large members. During 2010 
new appointments to the Board was Dan Shallow representing the town of 
Pittsburg and Hasen Burns representing the town of Stewartstown. 
Resignations during 2010 included Brian Dorman-Town of Pittsburg, Clay 
Hinds-at large, Charlie Chalk-at large, and Harry Brown-Town of 
Stewartstown. 


Training is always a focus of the 45t8. An EMT-Basic Course was conducted 
during 2010, with eight students successfully completing the course. Monthly 
trainings for all area responders are held the last Monday of the month. A 
year- long schedule of American Red Cross Courses (ARC) was presented with 
18 classes held, training 208 people in ARC Instructors Training, CPR/AED 
Adult & Child, CPR/AED for the Professional Rescuer, Adult CPR/AED, CPR 
Infant and Child, Adult CPR, Babysitter Training, Dog First Aid and Standard 
First Aid. Many of the ARC courses were presented at work sites, making our 
schools, day care centers, and places of employment safer for all. All of our 
course and equipment expenses for two years are covered by a $40,000 grant 
received by the ARC. Sixteen new adult CPR manikins and 8 new junior CPR 
manikins were recently purchased through the grant. 


The 45% Parallel EMS responds with the fire departments to structure fires. 
We recognized that the availability of people trained to respond to local 
disasters with resources to help the victims with immediate needs, such as 
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food and shelter, was limited in this area. The 45 Parallel worked with the 
ARC to provide community training to become an ARC Disaster Volunteer. The 
training was conducted at the 45 station in November, with twelve people 
completing the Volunteer Orientation. The next step in the training, Case 
Work, will be held at the 45 station in January 2011, resulting in a new group 
of ARC volunteers available to respond to local disasters. 


The Fast Responder Model continues to be integral to our operations. We work 
closely with the Beecher Falls and Pittsburg Rescue squads for medical calls, 
snowmobile and motor vehicle accidents and other rescues, and the Colebrook 
Fire Department for motor vehicle and snowmobile accidents, and other rescue 
operations. Due to the large geographic area that is covered, working in 
cooperation with the Fast Response squads is vital to the welfare of our 
patients. By reaching the patient quickly, and_ stabilizing and providing care 
while awaiting the arrival of the ambulance to transport them to the hospital, 
the Fast Response squads improve the outcome for the patient. In addition to 
the Fast Response squads, there are 18 fast responder packs containing basic 
and advanced life support equipment and AEDs distributed to EMS responders 
in Bloomfield, Brunswick, Pittsburg, Colebrook, Canaan, Beecher Falls, and 
Stewartstown. The packs have been used at 172 calls, 8 calls in Bloomfield, 12 
calls in Canaan, 8 calls in Clarksville, 67 calls in Colebrook, 15 calls in 
Columbia, 5 calls in Dixville, 1 call in Errol, 4 calls in Norton, 22 calls in 
Pittsburg, and 30 calls in Stewartstown. 


We moved into our new station on Ramsey Road the last weekend of January 
2010. Having a home with all of our ambulances and equipment under one 
roof has made a world of difference in our working conditions. The station 
provides us with office space, living quarters, a training room (Community 
Room), and a four bay garage. The Community Room has been used to hold 
our EMT-B, ARC classes, and monthly trainings. The room has also been 
utilized by other nonprofit groups including: NH Fish & Game, Clarksville Pond 
Association, UCVH, North Country Suicide Prevention Coalition, Regional 
Snowmobile Planning Group for meetings and trainings. The station is being 
maintained through a planned program of daily housekeeping and 
maintenance. 


The 45t provided fast response emergency medical services for the second year 
for the Untamed New England Adventure Race, a 72-hour extreme adventure 
race with a course that was spread out over several hundred miles in New 
Hampshire, Vermont, and Maine, with racers paddling, trekking, and biking 
over remote terrain. This year, the race headquarters was located at the 45% 
station. The racers’ progress was tracked by satellite and computer and there 
was a dispatcher at the station throughout the entire 72 hours of the race, 
along with two responders in the field, staying ahead and behind of the racers. 
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Though there were no medical emergencies this year, we did respond to several 
“Help” activations and were dispatched to find racers who were in need of some 
assistance. The organizer of the race was very pleased with our service and 
has made the decision to keep his next event in 2012 in this area to maintain 
his collaboration with the 45t and NH Parks Service. The plan is to increase 
the duration of the event to four days, possibly apply for world championship 
status and increase community involvement by promoting the event as a 
tourist destination event bringing revenue into the area. The 45 realized a 
greater than $2,000 profit from the event. 


In October, representatives of the 45 traveled to the Center for the Arts in 
Concord to receive the NH Bureau of EMS 2010 Pamela Mitchell/Richard 
Connolly Memorial Achievement Award. This award recognizes an individual 
or group who has made an outstanding contribution to the Emergency Medical 
Services System of New Hampshire. The criteria to be nominated for the 
award is that the contributions of the individual or group nominated should 
have significantly enhanced the EMS system in New Hampshire, assisted in 
promoting EMS statewide, and/or created positive public awareness about the 
Emergency Medical Services Profession. 


The 45 is in the final phases of applying for an EMP grant from Homeland 
Security that will support the purchase of a generator for the station, Touch 
Book computers for the ambulances, mobile radio for the Chief vehicle, and 
repeater radios for the ambulances. This grant is being applied for 
cooperatively with the Town of Colebrook. 


In 2011, the 45t will be one of thirteen services in the state participating in a 
year- long study of the vacuum spine board that is being conducted by the NH 
Trauma Board. This immobilization device molds to the patient and is much 
more comfortable, reducing pain and preventing skin breakdown. With our 
long transport times, both from the scene of the injury to UCVH and from 
UCVH to a trauma center, the benefits of this backboard should be significant 
to our patients. 


The 45th, along with all emergency response agencies in the area, will have 
increased radio interoperability with the installation of new repeater towers on 
Signal, Magalloway and Whitcomb mountains and Ben Young Hill. This half 
million-dollar grant was a cooperative effort between several towns, local 
agencies, and the state of NH. 


The Board of Directors and the Chief of the 45 continue to practice prudent 
financial management of the agency’s resources. We have worked diligently to 
minimize the burden to the taxpayers of the towns we service and who support 
us. This has resulted in level funding again this year. The total amount of the 
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town subsidy will not increase in 2011, though the portion that each town pays 
changes each year as that portion is calculated on a formula based on each 
town’s number of runs, population, and number of housing units. Providing 
healthcare in today’s economy is an ongoing challenge as the area has suffered 
extensive job losses, people have become uninsured, and government 
insurances have not kept pace with the actual cost of providing these vital 
services. 


The past twelve months have been very productive for the 45th as we continue 
to grow and refine our operations. We continue our commitment to providing 
the absolute best care to the residents and visitors of the great North Woods. 
EMS is a challenging profession when you are the one responding to a person’s 
worst day. There is great sadness when we respond to a fatal snowmobile 
accident or to a major disaster such as the explosion on Gould Street. 
However, there is also great satisfaction when we can care for and help a 
person as we safety transport them to the continued care they need, be it at 
UCVH, Dartmouth Hospital, Concord Hospital, or Sherbrooke Hospital. The 
45th Parallel is always available for those who need our services. 


Thank you to the 45 staff and Board of Directors for your hard work and 


dedication and to the towns we service for your continued support. We look 
forward to 2011 with great anticipation.

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Tax Rates 


The Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) is charged with 
determining the tax rates annually for all municipalities in accordance 
with Revised Statutes Annotated (RSA) 21-J:34-:37. RSA 41:15. The final 
step in the process, the meeting with the DRA representative to certify 
the tax rates, is a familiar annual ritual for selectmen but an enormous 
amount of work is required to get there. 


The DRA gathers many reports and copies of documents from the cities, 
towns, school districts and counties concerning their budgets and related 
governmental proceedings for the year. (RSA 21-J:34. N.H. Admin. Code, 
Rev. 510). DRA also requires reports from cities and towns of the value of 
taxable property. The DRA confirms the validity of the appropriations 
and accuracy of the reports and computes the tax rates for cities and 
towns, including rates for the taxes to be collected for the appropriations 
made by local school districts, counties and cooperative school districts, 
and for the state education tax. 


The municipal tax rate is relatively straightforward. The appropriations 
voted by the town less revenue from all other sources is the amount of 
money that must be raised by property taxes. That sum is divided by the 
total local assessed property value. The tax rate is expressed in terms of 
dollars of tax per $1,000 of valuation. 


The local school district tax rate is more complicated because it is based 
on the amount of money that must be raised by local property taxes over 
and above the amount credited to the school district by the state 
education property tax and other revenue sources. Currently, the DRA is 
directed to set the state education tax rate at a level sufficient to generate 
revenue of $363 million statewide from property taxes. RSA 76:3. The 
process of setting county, state education and cooperative school district 
tax rates involves “equalization” of property values among the 
municipalities.
